Thirty-First  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  to 
the  Synods  of  Kansas  and  Missouri  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Marshall,  Missouri,  September  1,  1920. 
Dear  Brethren: 

You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  under  a  favor- 
ing Providence  Missouri  Valley  College  has  had  a 
prosperous  year.  The  total  attendance  was  311. 
The  maximum  attendance  was  in  1903  and  was  313. 
Our  gain  this  year  over  last,  in  students,  was  seventy- 
nine.  There  have  been  this  year  twenty-three  grad- 
uates with  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  and  four  with  the  de- 
gree of  Music  B,  making  twenty-seven. 

The  only  drawback  during  the  year  was  when  the 
fuel  famine  made  it  necessary  for  the  Superintendent 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  Mr.  W.  F.  McDaniel,  and 
his  co-laborers  to  cut  down  trees  in  the  campus  and 
resort  to  extraordinary  measures  in  order  to  keep  the 
College  work  going  during  those  strenuous  days.  The 
main  building  and  Stewart  Chapel  were  closed  and 
the  recitations  were  held  in  the  Dormitories  and  homes 
of  the  members  of  the  faculty  until  fuel  could  be  ob- 
tained. The  fuel  bill,  therefore,  is  far  above  what  it 
has  ever  been  before. 

The  most  notable  and  far-reaching  action  of  the 
Board  was  in  the  election  of  Rev.  Arnold  H.  Lowe  as

Professor  of  Bible  Instruction  on  the  Cobb  Founda- 
tion. Agreeable  to  its  pledge,  the  General  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  set  aside 
$5,000.00  of  the  Martin  Fund  as  additional  endow- 
ment of  the  Bible  Chair  in  Missouri  Valley  College, 
the  income  from  which  is  $250.00  per  year.  Mr. 
Lowe  came  to  the  College  enriched,  not  only  by  a 
finished  education  in  College  and  Seminary,  but 
several  years  of  missionary  work  in  West  Africa  under 
our  Foreign  Board,  and  an  army  experience  in  Europe 
during  the  Great  War  where  he  was  chaplain  when 
mustered  out  of  service.  He  has  made  good  as  a 
teacher  and  has  been  active  in  College  afifairs.  By 
an  arrangement  with  the  local  church  he  is  pastor 
also  of  the  Odell  Avenue  congregation. 

It  is  impossible  to  overestimate  the  action  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  Missouri  Valley  College  in 
agreeing  to  support  an  Athletic  Director  for  the  Col- 
lege. Prof.  Oscar  Doran,  who  had  been  in  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  service  as  an  athletic  director  in  France  and  held 
other  important  positions,  was  secured  and  under  the 
influence  of  this  arrangement  athletics  were  put  on  a 
more  permanent  basis  in  Missouri  Valley  College, 
and  an  influence  developed  such  as  never  before. 
Mr.  Doran  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  the 
College  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  has  found  work 
elsewhere.  Mr.  Henri  Godfriaux,  who  has  been  the 
successful  athletic  director  in  the  Marshall  High 
School  for  several  years,  and  has  produced  exceptional 
results,  has  been  secured  by  the  Alumni  Association 
for  next  year  and  we  are  looking  forward,  under  this 
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agreement  with  the  Alumni  Association,  to  great 
efficiency  in  the  athletic  field.  While  the  physical 
training  of  the  students  is  not  the  first  thing,  it  is 
nevertheless  a  very  important  feature  of  their  educa- 
tion, and  we  hope  the  Synods  will  commend  enthusi- 
astically the  Alumni  Association  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  for  the  very  practical,  earnest  and  generous 
part  it  has  taken  in  the  maintenance  of  this  feature 
of  the  College.  The  President  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation for  the  coming  year  is  Mr.  Carl  I.  Duncan, 
*14,  and  Prof.  John  Marschall,  '17,  is  Secretary.  S. 
Boon  Gregg,  '09,  J.  Bourne  Mitchell,  '08,  W.  Y. 
Lockridge,  '14,  R.  L.  Shepherd,  '97,  and  others  are 
active  in  connection  with  the  athletic  activities  of 
the  Alumni  Association. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  agreed  with  the  Alumni 
Association  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  until  different 
arrangements  are  made,  for  it  to  put  up  a  temporary 
gymnasium  on  the  campus  of  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege. This  is  another  feature  of  the  co-operation 
of  the  Alumni  Association  which  is  highly  appreciated 
and  of  which  the  Synods  should  take  due  notice. 

It  will  interest  the  members  of  the  Synods  to 
know  that  because  of  the  increased  attendance  at 
Missouri  Valley  College,  and  its  good  financial  con- 
dition, the  salaries  of  the  professors  have  been  in- 
creased for  the  current  year.  They  are  by  no  means 
adequate  but  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  in- 
come of  the  College  has  justified  an  increase  of  sal- 
aries. 
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The  attention  of  the  Synods  Is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  view  of  the  depreciated 
value  of  money  and  the  consequent  high  cost  of  living, 
has  increased  the  tuition  to  $25.00  per  quarter.  This 
is  a  flat  rate  and  does  not  include  any  fees,  as  it  was 
thot  best  by  the  Board  that  there  should  be  no  special 
fees.  In  the  case,  however,  of  students  for  the  min- 
istry a  fee  of  $7.00  a  quarter  will  be  charged  and  the 
same  in  the  case  of  children  of  pastors  of  all  churches 
of  any  denomination.  This  continues  the  plan  as 
heretofore  with  reference  to  candidates  and  children 
of  pastors. 

The  boilers  in  the  heating  plant  are  beginning  to 
leak  and  for  fear  of  some  accident  requiring  a  closing 
down  of  the  College  in  the  winter  time,  when  heat  is 
needed,  the  Board  decided  to  install  new  boilers. 
This  will  require  the  investment  of  $10,000  to  $12,000. 
The  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Kewanee  Boiler 
Company  of  Kewanee,  Illinois,  to  put  in  two  boilers, 
seventy-two  inches  in  diameter  and  eighteen  feet 
long,  with  a  capacity  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
steam  pressure.  This  will  not  only  take  care  of  our 
present  needs,  but  of  added  buildings  under  contem- 
plation. 

The  most  important  decision  was  reached  when 
the  Board  decided,  because  of  the  need  of  increased 
resources,  to  undertake  to  raise  $500,000.00  additional 
funds  on  or  before  December  31,  1921.  We  are  en- 
couraged to  believe,  first,  that  as  Missouri  Valley 
College  is  the  only  co-educational  institution  owned 
outright  by  the  Synod  of  Missouri  that  the  Synod  will 
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approve  heartily  this  important  action  on  tlie  part  of 
the  Hoard  of  Trustees  and  will  lay  some  plans  of  co- 
operation by  which  to  make  it  effective.  As  this  is 
the  first  time  the  Synod  of  Missouri  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  has 
been  asked  active  co-operation  in  carrying  thru  a 
financial  campaign  for  Missouri  Valley  College,  we 
hope  the  Synod  will  take  immediate  steps,  not  only 
to  approve  but  to  co-operate  in  the  movement.  We 
do  not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  argue  the  question 
but  only  to  suggest  that  every  Presbytery  should  be 
asked  to  raise  a  definite  quota  of  the  amount  re- 
quired, and  appoint  such  committee,  or  committees, 
as  it  thinks  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  its  plans. 
It  is  contemplated  that  a  large  part  of  the  fund  shall 
be  in  increased  endowment,  in  order  to  provide  in- 
creased support  of  professors,  and  an  increase  in  the 
staff  of  teachers,  and  new  dormitories,  a  gymna- 
sium and  Hbrary  building,  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  the  institution. 

The  amendment  to  the  Charter  of  Missouri  Val- 
ley College,  bringing  it  into  harmony  with  present 
proprietorship  and  the  demands  of  higher  efficiency 
and  greater  responsibility,  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  due  and  regular  form ;  is  recorded 
in  the  Records  of  Saline  county,  Missouri,  and  certified 
by  John  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary  of  State  of  Missouri, 
August  6,  1920.  By  this  amendment  the  number  of 
members  of  the  Board  is  increased  from  thirteen  to 
twenty-one;  eight  new  members  being  required  to  be 
elected  by  the  Synod  of  Missouri  at  this  meeting  in 
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addition  to  those  whose  terms  expire.  The  import- 
ance of  this  step  is  such  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  considerable  attention  to  the  personnel  and 
representative  character  of  the  men  who  are  nomi- 
nated for  these  offices  in  a  separate  paragraph  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Synod  of  Missouri  as  an  expression 
of  the  judgment  of  the  present  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  duly  audited  by  Crock- 
ett, Couchman  and  Crawford,  of  Kansas  City,  Mis- 
souri, is  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration. 
You  will  observe  that  the  total  Productive  Endow- 
ment Fund  is  $341,773.61.  This  does  not  take  into 
consideration  unproductive  resources  yet  to  be  made 
available,  amounting  to  about  $120,000.00.  Our 
campus,  buildings,  equipment,  furniture,  etc.,  are  in- 
voiced at  $277,293.08.  The  total  income  last  year 
was  $33,197.20.  The  total  expenditure,  $30,558.63. 
This  does  not  include  the  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  dormitories.  The  total  receipts,  including  the 
dormitories,  was  $44,988.14;  the  expenditure,  $44,445.- 
13,  leaving  a  balance  of  $543.01.  We  call  your  special 
attention  to  the  careful  management  of  the  finances 
so  as  to  avoid  deficits,  debts,  and  consequent  em- 
barrassments. Considering  the  fact  that  Missouri 
Valley  College,  consequent  upon  the  union,  has  been 
thru  an  expensive  and  troublesome  period  of  litiga- 
tion, we  feel  warranted  in  calling  your  attention  par- 
ticularly to  the  financial  statement. 

There  were  in  the  College  last  year  twelve  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  and  thirteen  children  of  pastors, 
making  twenty-five  who  took  advantage  of  the  grant 
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of  free  tuition  on  the  part  of  the  College  to  ministers 
and  ministers'  children. 

Mr.  Carl  I.  Duncan,  of  the  class  of  1914,  who  has 
had  experience  as  a  banker,  is  now  in  the  employ  of 
the  Bank  of  Marshall,  has  been  elected  Accountant 
to  keep  track  of  the  funds  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 

Mr.  George  Ward,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  King  City,  Missouri,  reported  a  contribution 
of  $1,000.00  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 
This  came  from  his  friend,  Mrs.  Cornelia  Blacklock 
of  King  City,  Missouri,  and  has  been  entered  as  the 
first  cash  contribution  on  the  Half  Million  Fund. 

The  term  of  Henry  S.  Conrad,  Ph.  B.,  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  expires  at  this  time,  as  also  that  of 
Mr.  Robert  Allen  Guthrie  of  Macon,  Missouri,  and 
P.  H.  Rea,  deceased,  Marshall,  Missouri.  The  Synod 
of  Missouri  is  requested  to  elect  Mr.  Henry  S.  Con- 
rad to  succeed  himself,  Mr.  Robert  Allen  Guthrie  to 
succeed  himself,  and  Mr.  Will  G.  Rea  to  succeed  his 
father.  All  for  a  term  of  six  years.  The  additional 
eight  members  to  be  elected  will  be  submitted  in  a 
separate  list  which  is  not  ready  at  the  time  of  going 
to  press.
